Wire products are up a dollar a ton, following 
last week’s announcement that wire manufacturers 
regarded conditions as “ideal.” It is a pure case of 
demand exceeding supply. 








Dr. SHAw, ex-secretary of the treasury, has placed 
his finger on the public pulse and diagnoses our case 
as showing “great need of universal sanity.” His 
remark that “capital cannot be forced into activity, but 
it can be forced out of activity,” is pregnant with 
meaning. 








LEADING producers and selling agents of copper 
announced September 3 that they have established a 
new price of 18 cents a pound for electrolytic copper, 
a break of four cents from the recent price. It is 
hoped that by this action the deadlock in the copper 
market may be broken. 








THE average fire loss in the United States is said 
to be more than $2 per head of the population, as 
compared with only one-third of a dollar in six of 
the leading European countries. The difference is 
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ascribed to less rigidly enforced building laws. It 
has an effect on the cost of business generally in this 
country. 








THE TRADE of the United States with Cuba in the 
fiscal year just ended aggregated almost 150 million 
doilars. The imports from the island were approxi- 
mately 100 million dollars in value and the exports 
thereto nearly 50 million dollars. In both imports and 
exports the trade with Cuba during the year far ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year. An instance of the 
increase of exports is found in the item of builders’ 
hardware, of which $573,507 worth was exported in 
1907 as compared with $314,205 worth in 1903.. The 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba went into effect in De- 
cember, 1903, since which time our trade with the 
island has steadily increased. 








IN THESE days of strenuous deliverances by public 
men, of sensational court proceedings and findings 
against corporations, and of wholesale 


Time denunciation of everything that pertains 
Fase Sto corporate wealth or combined capital 
Halt. ‘ 


it is a relief to read such sane, conserv- 
ative, and truly statesmanlike utterances as have re- 
cently come from a former justice of the Supreme 
Court of New York, Morgan J. O’Brien, who ‘akes 
exception to the general denunciation of leading busi- 
ness men and corporations in language that is charac- 
terized by sober common sense. 

The judge takes cognizance of the fact that high 
public officials have acquired a fashion of denouncing 
somebody or something in every public utterance in 
such a way as to make exceptions look like generali- 
ties, and urge drastic legislation and spectacular pros- 
ecution at every opportunity, giving the common pub- 
lic the impression that most of the leaders of the 
busmess world are lawbreakers and evildoers. There 
is therefore a novel and welcome tone in the state- 
ment of Judge O’Brien that “We know that the great 
majority of our business men are honest and law- 
abiding and because of the bad conduct of some it is 
manifestly wrong to arraign all.” 

We have had of recent years a surfeit of yellow de- 
nunciation of corporate wealth and enterprise. If, as 


the New York: Commercial recently pointed out, it 


were not strictly true that the vast majority of busi- 
ness men are honest and incorruptible, the whole finan- 
cial, commercial and industrial fabric of the country 
would go to pieces inside of twenty-four hours. 

The dishonest and merely tricky men are so far 
exceptional that the discovery and exposure of one 
occasionally, creates a genuine sensation in the busi- 
ness world. The whole warp and woof of busi- 
ness, says the Commercial, are made up of credit, 
confidence, character and reputation, and wheneve1 
and wherever one or the other becomes in the slight- 
est degree impaired the rest of businessdom promptly 
turns its back on that quarter. 

“Probity refuses to touch elbows with corruption, 
and the very fact that business goes on from day to 
day is proof that the corruption in it is infinitesimally 
small in volume compared with the probity.” 































Judge O’Brien made a most significant statement 
when he said: “It is obvious that some other cause 
must be found for our investors’ panic than the world- 
wide scarcity of money. 

“This panic is due to a growing lack of confidence 
in values, caused by persistent attacks upon important 
business interests and threats made by men holding 
high public office that other attacks of a similar or 
even more destructive nature are in contemplation. 
The entire business interests of the country are being 
arraigned without limitation or distinction, and the 
attacks are falling, like the rain, equally on the good 
and the bad. 

“Current criticism of corporate management is too 
indiscriminating.” 

The remedy for the existing state of affairs, ac- 
cording to Judge O’Brien, is for the Federal Govern- 
ment and State Governments to suspend “the holy 
war which has now come to be regarded, whether 
rightly or wrongly, as involving the general stability 
of business interests, until the courts have had an op- 
portunity to pass upon the legal questions involved 
in legislation already enacted and in prosecutions now 
pending.” 

In such. a suspension of active hostilities against 
corporate wealth it is contended that the highest form 
of generalship will be shown. The opinion is spread- 
ing that it is time to call a halt. We need a rest. We 
want to know what the United States Supreme Court 
thinks of certain sensational doings in the lower Fed- 
eral courts before proceeding further in our lurid legal 
tilt against corporate enterprises. 








From time to time our consuls in foreign countries 
discuss the question of the handicaps and hindrances 
in the extension of the export irade of 


American the United States and give examples of 
Pre _ mistakes made by our exporters in their 


foreign dealings. Such reports reach 
Washington so frequently and are so emphatic in their 
language that we cannot doubt that they are founded 
on facts and not on fancy. A typical report of this 
character was recently made by our consul-general in 
the important Belgian city of Antwerp, Mr. Henry W 
Diederich, who said: 
“American manvfacturers are constantly soliciting new 
markets in foreign countries through the American consuls, 
who in turn are earnestly endeavoring to further the interests 
of American trade. The obstacles in the way, however, are 
not all on the side of the foreign buyer. According to an in- 
quiry I have instituted on this subject, I find complaints against 
the methods of American exporters to be quite numerous. 
There is general objection to the system adopted by many 
American houses of demanding either a deposit with order or 
cash against documents, even when shipping goods for the 
first time and with a desire to capture the market. No for- 
eign house can be induced to buy untried goods by any such 
methods, no matter how large the prospective profit may be. 
“To demand part payment with order is a condition that 
is apt to blight the enterprise from the very start. The for- 
eign buyer argues that if the American manufacturer is 
anxious to reach a new market he should be ready to put 
some money into the venture and await results, and that by 
refusing to do so the manufacturer shows that he has no con- 
fidence in his own articles. In the sale of American goods, 
to require cash against documents in the first transaction, be- 
fore the buyer can see what is shipped to him, arouses the 
suspicion of the importer and, in a majority of cases, stops 
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the deal altogether. This one-sided policy and apparent lack 
of good will and co-operation with the foreign importer in 
endeavoring to secure markets abroad is one of the gravest 
errors our manufacturers and exporters can commit.” 


Another cause of frequent complaint found by our 
Belgian consul-general is the failure of the American 
manufacturer to supply goods on time, this referring 
particularly to American machinery and kindred prod- 
ucts. The British manufacturer takes advantage of 
such delays and supplants his American competitor 
when prompt delivery is required. 

The books of the largest importer of American ma- 
chinery, machine tools, and machine accessories in the 
Antwerp consular district were courteously shown to 
Mr. Diederich and he found that orders for boat 
motors, pumps, parts of machinery, etc., given to 
American manufacturers had not been executed some- 
times for periods varying from four to eighteen 
months, when the customer had ordered by cable and 
desired immediate delivery. In a number of such in- 
stances of unpardonable delay British houses were ap- 
pealed to and the goods were delivered and paid for 
by the consumer long before the American house 
thought of executing the original order. 

Several other annoying experiences of Belgian im- 
porters of American goods are reported by the consul- 
general, who says that such annoyances bring much 
discredit to American goods in foreign markets. 

Valuable advice is given American manufacturers by 
Consul-General. Diederich, when he urges those who 
mean business to send their own men to canvass the 

continental European market and not trust local agents 
to introduce their goods. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

A young man writes me from a town in the interior 
of Illinois as follows: 

“Will you please advise me as to the best way to become 
a stove and range salesman. Wishing to take up this work 
and not knowing the best way to begin, I write to you for 
the information. Thanking you in advance for any trouble 
this may cause yow, I inclose stamp for reply.” 

This is a good sample of many inquiries which I re- 
ceive in the course of a year from ambitious youths 
who are led to believe that the life of the traveling 
stove salesman is all peaches and cream. If I were 
to answer some of these young men as frankly as the 
nature of their letters demand I should be tempted to 
tell them first of all to learn to read and write their 
own language correctly, but inasmuch as a large per- 
centage of them are so evidently immature, I refrain 
from criticizing them in this particular, and will 
answer their direct question. as best may be in the 
limited space at my command. 

“The best way to become a stove afid range sales- 
man,” my young friend, is to fit yourself by study of 
the business for the work of selling the goods. There 
is no royal road to learning the business. Hard work 
and plenty of it is the only sure foundation for success 

If you determine to become a stove salesman and 
make that your object in life, everything else that you 
do will be subordinated to your chief aim. You will 
not only learn all about the goods you propose to sell. 
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the methods of manufacture, and the materials and 
processes that enter into the making of a stove or 
range, but you will constitute yourself a willing recep- 
tacle for every possible bit of information regarding 
stoves and ranges that may happen to come your way. 
This you will do in order that you may be able to 
talk about your goods in the future, not only intelli- 
gently, but also interestingly and convincingly, so as 
to make sales. 

From the outset remember that that will be your 
main object—to make sales. “It is orders we want, 
not expense accounts !” 

A stove or a range is not the easiest thing in the 
world to sell, and as it is always well to walk before 
one tries to run, it will be advisable for you, perhaps, 
to gain experience by first selling some other line— 
goods that are more easily sold, that demand less 
effort on the part of the salesman—for you will find 
as you grow in years and experience that the goods 
that “sell themselves” are few and far between. 

* * * 


To become a successful salesman you must study 
salesmanship. Nowadays salesmanship is a science 
and has its schools, colleges and professors, their very 
existence being a proof that there is much to learn 
by the novice who would become a salesman. 

There is a vast deal of difference between the ineth- 
ods of salesmanship to-day, the methods that win; and 
the methods of the old-time barterer and bargainer, 
but to be a successful salesman of the highest grade 
you must have in your disposition some of the elements 
that characterized the men who formerly lived by bar- 
ter and exchange, whose last surviving relative in the 
United States is the horse trader. 

But you will learn all this in the school of sales- 
manship which you will attend or from the capable 
sales manager who gives you a chance. At present it 
will be sufficient for you to realize that when you 
enter the profession of salesmanship you will require 
a liberal education in all that pertains to it, just as 
you would in any other profession. 

Of course, in order to become a stove and range 
salesman it will be necessary for you to secure a job 
where you will have a chance to sell stoves. 

If you are in earnest—and of course you are—you 
will select your employers with at least as much care 
}4s you exercised in selecting your parents. 

Then you will make a special study of their product 
—I mean the product of your new employers—and 
you must convince yourself before starting on the 
road that the goods you are to sell are the best on 
earth, 
Do not fall into the error of thinking that they are 
the only goods on earth, for if you do you will surely 
have a rude awakening. But the more confidence you 
have in your own goods the better, as it will enable’ 
you the more convincingly to point out their advan- 
tages over all other stoves that may be mentioned 
in your hearing.

by this time you will be in a position to approach 
‘our prospective customer and state your business. 
Do not be downcast if he fails to see you at first and

seems to be gazing through you into the next county. 
That is only a way he has—and besides he himself 
may have been a stove salesman on his first trip some- 
time in the dim past. 

Treat him kindly and considerately. 

Remember that he knows but little about stoves, 
while you have just spent several weeks or months in 
learning all about them and in studying the science of 
salesmanship. 

Recall the hundreds of maxims you have read and 
apply as many of them as possible to the case in hand. 

If the stove dealer continues obdurate and still re- 
fuses to become aware of your presence, forget all 
that you have learned, remember you are only a kid 
after all, brush back the starting tear, and say: 

“Mr. Dealer, I am just starting in this business and 
I want you to give me a show. I am trying to repre- 
sent Blank & Company, and I know their stoves are 
all right. Will you kindly spare me a few minutes 
and just look at these photographs of their new line of 
steel ranges ?” 

When you reach the point where you can start like 
that, kid, the door of Opportunity will open wide to 
you and Success will be in sight.

DANGER IN GAS HEATERS? 





Under the heading, “Death Danger in Heaters,” the 
Chicago Tribune of September 5 contained the fol- 
lowing: 

After several unsatisfactory inquests upon the bodies of 
persons found dead in bath tubs, in which verdict of death 
by asphyxiation or heart failure were returned, Coroner 
Peter Hoffman and his medical chief, Dr. O. W. Lewke, are 
making a systematic study of the possibility of harmful and 
even fatal effects resulting from the use of hot water heaters 
used in small, unventilated rooms. 

Both officials were annoyed that exaggerated reports had 
announced a definite conclusion of the discovery of a “new 
poisonous gas” which was the cause of scores of deaths, but 
they admitted their experiments had convinced them that 
many of the so-called “bath tub deaths” are due to nothing 

ore than the exhaustion of the oxygen and the presence of 
he products of combustion resulting from the burning of a 
large gas flame in cramped quarters where there is no supply 

f fresh air, 
ANIMALS DIE IN SMALL ROOM. 


The last case which aroused the suspicions of the coroner 
as the death of Fred Merker, 253 Seminary avenue. A 
large gas burner was running under an “instantaneous” coil 
heater in the room when the body was discovered, and it was 
elected as am excellent opportunity for experiment.

TO LESSEN FIRE LOSSES. 


Thomas M. Purtell, fire marshal of Wisconsin, an 
office which was recently created, has started a cam- 
paign for the purpose of lessening fire losses which 
result through “overheated stoves” and “defective 
flues,” these terms being misnomers, according to the 
fire marshal. 

Mr. Purtell says that all fires, such as are started by 
incendiaries, and such as are communicated from other 
buildings, are the result of carelessness. He thinks 
that in Wisconsin alone nearly $500,000 would be 
saved every winte> season if the head of every house 
in the state would give just 20 minutes a month to 
looking after his stoves and flues. 

After defining terms such as “adjoining fires,” the 
state fire marshal continues: ~ 

“ ‘Overheated stoves’ is not a satisfactory statement 
of the cause of a fire. If the floor and wall near the 
kitchen stove were protected, and needed repairs made 
on stoves and flues before the first cold wave of winter, 
the saving would be great.”

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BUSINESS ETIQUETTE. 


BY JOHN A. HOWLAND. 

We are charged—and perhaps chargeable in the 
present age of business with too little regard for the 
small details of deportment in our business relations. 
Woman’s invasion of the field of the workers has 
given rise to much of this in the past. But having 
quieted comment in this quarter, rather than settling 
the question for all time, that other general question 
comes up again. Are the amenities of social contact 
sufficiently preserved in the domain of business in its 
general lines? 

Unquestionably the answer is, No. At the same 
time the matter of this settlement on a comprehensive 
general scale involves so many incidental and individ- 
ual factors in business and community relations that in 
all probability man never will be able for the solution 
of the matter. 

Deportment in its last analysis is a fictitious, arti- 
ficial disguise. Considering ctiquette in its fullest 
sense, its place in all human relations is one with the 
proposed universal language of Volapuk, which long 
ago sank into oblivion. Volapuk was suggested and 
partly designed and executed as a conglomerate lan- 
guage which should serve any race whose spoken and 
written speech should be incorporated in it. If ten 
distinct languages had been merged into it, the prop- 
osition was that anyone speaking any one of the ten 
languages at once could make himself understood in 
written and spoken speech by any one or all represen- 
tatives of the other nine languages. 

But however coldly Volapuk was received and let 
die of inanition, etiquette in its broad lines is preserved 
as a limited common ground for all the civilized great 
nations. International diplomacy has done much to 
make and preserve this economical factor. To-day a 
representative from ten nations, having no spoken 
word in common, might meet at table without one giv- 
ing offense to another in table manners. Why, then, 
should a single nation within itself present its own 
impossible tangles of deportment in business and com- 
munity relations? 

Deportment is etiquette in all its surface essentials. 
Lack of unwritten deportment makes it possible for 
the individual attempt to conform to it to bring about 
a laugh at the expense of the conformist, or on the 
other hand to land the nonconformist on his head in 
the street. One has been guilty of too much and the 
other guilty of too little, but according to the judg- 
ment based in an unwritten law both are made to 
suffer. 

Nationally an unwritten law asks of the citizen that 
he remove his hat when the band plays “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” At the same time no man with an 
ancestry buried south of Mason & Dixon’s line takes 
kindly to the invitation. He has no objection to the 
music as a national air—no more than his northern 
brother to the music of “Dixie” when that northern 
brother claps and shouts his appreciation of “Dixie’s” 
stirring syncopations. But the southerner remembers 
first the words of the national air, and they are not 
words to command an obeisance forty years after 
they have become nationally in bad taste. Yet there

are instances enough where a written law has been 
broken by assault upon the person who for one reason 
or another has failed to obey this unwritten law of 
deportment! Under this evidence shall even Business 
rule that deportment is not vital in community life? 

But how oddly deportment about the hat obtains! 
Naturally, the typical American is not disposed to re- 
move his hat without sufficient cause. At his business 
office desk he is disposed to keep his hat on his head 
and his cigar in his mouth—perhaps a foot on the 
table, too—when a chance woman caller comes in on 
a business quest. But somewhere in Chicago at least 
some ethical authority, unknown and failing to put his 
ethics of the hat in written form, is seeking to estab- 
lish in public memory even certain buildings in which 
elevator traffic the man’s hat must come off his head 
in the presence of a single woman passenger. In these 
buildings he may keep his cigar in his mouth, but his 
hat must come off. Observation has shown, that the 
Fine Arts office building is one of the places; that 
Marshall Field’s department store is another. 

The truth is that a senseless; empty, sham etiquette 
is behind the hat removal in a public elevator any- 
where. Given five or ten men in such an elevator, 
ready for the ascent, what right has anyone of these 
men to remark the appearance of any woman by the 
removal of his hat? He kept it on when he overtook 
her in the entrance door and passed her, perhaps 
rudely; he will put the hat on again when he steps 
into the corridor of his particular floor, where a score 
of women may need to be crowded aside in order that 
he shall pass; in any public conveyance moving later- 
ally—even to the omnibus which may have brought 
him and ten women to the entrance of the building— 
the hat will never be removed. But in the elevators 
in these certain prescribed buildings he will take off 
his derby or straw hat and stand crowded to the point 
of crushing merely because one possibly embarrassed 
woman is in the car! 

Originally the act of removing the hat was one of 
servility or of profound obeisance. There is no act 
of civilized man expressive of so much—or so little— 
as the uncovering of the head. But as between this 
much and this little of uncovering, there is a wide field 
of possibility.in community deportment. 

In business and community relations in general the 
office of the hat is not well adapted to the needs of the 
American citizen. If a woman be the private secre- 
tary in the entry office, it is a question of even tip- 
ping the hat as a preface to a question from the male 
caller is in good taste. There are offices—as in the 
reception room:-of a suite of physician’s offices— 
where removal of the hat is generally accepted by the 
waiting layman. But in these offices, in scores of city 
buildings, the uncovered layman may pick out most of 
the waiting physician callers merely in the boorish re- 
fusal of the professional to remove his hat! 

What is business and community etiquette? De- 
fine it in even general details and we shall be able to 
mark the boor or the ignorant. But until this con- 
sistent law is framed in written English only a real 
gentility may find itself capable.of a consistent ex- 
pression at all times and in all circumstances.

Heating and Ventilating 


THAT BATHROOM HEATING PROBLEM. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

With reference to the problem presented by Colwell 
Bros., Syracuse, Indiana, who are about building an 
addition to a house, to be used as a bathroom, the size 
is not given, neither is it stated whether the floor is 
on a level with the main floor of the house. As the 
heat in the house is from stoves, it would be prac- 
ticable to place a hot water attachment in a surface 
burning stove; place a hot water radiator, of: proper 
size, in bathroom, and connect it to attachment to 
stove by supply ard return pipes of suitable size. The 
supply pipe could run near the ceiling, and the return 
along on or under floor to stove. 

This method would be satisfactory. Things to con- 
sider would be size of stove and bathroom, also pipe 
and radiators, and distance of stove from bathroom. 

By using unions the stove could be removed in the 
spring of the year, if desired.

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NEW ZEALAND HEATING SYSTEMS, 


Consul-General William A. Prickitt of Auckland, 
assisted by the consular agents elsewhere in New Zea- 
land, describes the methods of house and office heating 
used in that colony, with suggestions as to how the 
market for equipments in this line may be developed 
as follows: 

“The deficiency of the open-fire system of heating 
in the city of Auckland, which, aside from the cooking 
stove, is about the only manner of heating in the whole 
of the Auckland province, is one of the first things 
that is manifest to an American who visits this city 
in the winter time, and he asks why do not the people 
make their houses and places of business comfortable 
when it could be done so easily. Open fires are de- 
lightful as auxiliaries, but as the main source of heat 
they are, as commonly used, wasteful and inefficient, 
a large percentage of the heat escaping through the 
chimney. é 

“New Zealand has an excellent climate, but at times 
it is very humid and the cold and dampness of winter 
should be dispelled by an up-to-date system of heating. 
In the Auckland province the thermometer is very 
seldom below the freezing point. In winter, from 
June to September, the temperature ranges from 32° 
to 60° F. There is often a succession of rainy days, 
followed by clear, cold, bracing weather. In the clear 
sunny days one finds the weather out of doors delight- 
ful, but in the house where a person wishes to sit 
down and be comfortable it is a different matter. The 
rainy days are very dreary, most of the house being 
chilly, damp and disagreeable. At the large hotels 
one finds open fires in the drawing and smoking 
rooms, but the corridors are cold and cheerless, and 
the dining-room very seldom has a fire in it. There 
is very little provision for heating public buildings. 
The churches have no means of being heated. The 
city chambers have a small open fire in each room 
where the public business is done, but the reading 
rooms at the public library are not heated at all. 

“Having used the hot-water system in the United 
States, I think that it would be well adapted to the 
Auckland province, because hot-water pipes begin to 
radiate heat almost as soon as the fire is started. In 
this climate large fires would not be necessary, and 
the system orice installed the expenditure for fuel 
would be very moderate, taking in consideration the 
much greater comfort and the much less liability to 
illness that would be experienced. I am confident that 
if this system were once tried, the delightful, even 
temperature produced combined with the saving of 
labor and the greater cleanliness, would so commend 
it to the user that it would soon be considered indis- 
pensable. Hot-water heating is making some prog- 
ress at Wellington and in the South Island, where 
the weather is colder.” 


SITUATION AT CHRISTCHURCH. 

The American consular agent at Christchurch, Mr. 
Frank Graham, writes: 

“Open coal fires have been vastly improved of late 
by the principle of slow combustion and by introduc- 
ing the cold air from the sides of and under the hearth 
and the substitution of fire clay material instead of 
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iron, the latter being used only for the grate on which 
the fire rests. These fires are very economical, give 
out great heat, and require much less attention than 
the ordinary coal fire grate. These fires are not yet 
in common use, but are coming on to the market under 
patent rights. [After describing gas fires, gas radi- 
ators, steam radiators, hot-water radiators, hot-air 
and kerosene heaters, all of which, he says, are used to 
some extent, Mr. Graham adds :] 

“The winter in this provincial district of Canterbury 
is not severe by comparison with other places, and it 
is only for four or five months of the year that any 
artificial heat is required in the rooms of dwelling 
houses. What, however, is required is a domestic 
hot-water supply for baths, etc., all the year 
round, and for this purpose the kitchen cook- 
ing range supplies the necessary heating power. 
No new house of any pretensions is_ being 
built without a hot-water supply being provid- 
ed for, and this extends to the dwellings of the 
working classes. Therefore I think it extremely un- 
likely that a double system, which steam or hot-water 
heated rooms would entail, will ever come into gen- 
eral operation in this part of New Zealand for dwell- 
ings. At the same time the double system, or a more 
extensive single system for hot-water supply and heat- 
ing rooms, may come more into use for large buildings 
where there are many occupants, public libraries, 
hotels, etc., as new buildings are erected and provision 
for pipes, etc., made at the time of erection.” 

GAS FIRES IN DUNEDIN. 

The American consular agent at Dunedin, Mr. F. 
O. Bridgeman, writes: 

“Hot-water pipes for heating are little used in this 
locality, either in business premises or private resi- 
dences, although I should think this system might be 
used to advantage in hotels and other large buildings. 
A large private residence recently built in this city has 
a system of hot-water or hot-air pipes installed, but 
this is the only instance I know of this system of 
heating being used here. In business premises in 
Dunedin gas fires are used very extensively. They are 
convenient when a fire is only required temporarily.”

To describe an egg-shaped oval. 
Describe a circle the size desired for the 


end of the figure, and draw two diameters at right 
angles, as shown in cut. Then draw a straight line 


round 








from éach end of one of the diameters through the ex- 
tremity of the other diameter and extending indefi- 
nitely. With each end of the first diameter for center, 
and radius equal to the diameter, strike an arc from 
the opposite end of the diameter just to the diagonal 
line. Then with the intersection of the diagonal lines 
with the other diameter for center, and radius to just 
meet the previous arcs, or side arcs, draw the small 
end arc, which completes the figure. 


To draw an arc through three points without locat- 
ing the center. 

Let A B and C'be the points. Then with A and C 
as centers, and radius from A to C make arcs from 
A and C indefinitely.towards D. Draw a straight line 
from A through B intersecting the are C D at F. And 
another straight line from C through B intersecting 
the are A D at G. 





Space the arcs between A and G, and between C and 
F into the same number of equal spaces, continuing 
one or two of the spaces beyond G and F towards D. 
Connect the points marked on A D with the point C, 
and the points marked on C D with the point Ajvand 
draw a freehand line through the intersections of these 
lines, 


To draw any number of concentric circles, the area 
of each circular ring thus formed being equal to the 
area of each of the others and to the circle in the center. 
Draw a straight line A B, and space it into the num- 
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ber of equal spaces desired. Bisect A B and draw 
upon it a semicircle, and draw a line perpendicular to 
A B from each of the points to the circumference of 

















the semicircle, as c, d, e, and f. Then with A as center 
and radius A c describe the inner circle. The next 
with radius A d, &c., as shown in cut.

PATRIOTISM IN. SHEET METAL. 

The hardware firm of B. E, & L. E. Anderson of 
Cove, Oregon, is composed of patriotic citizens who 
believe in a fitting celebration of the Fourth of July. 
This year the town of Cove had a four days’ celebra- 
tion which attracted visitors from many towns in the 
vicinity and the Cove merchants made extra efforts to 
decorate their stores in a striking and original man- 
ner, The photograph reproduced herewith is that of 





A Sheet Metal Badge for Fourth of July Deceration, Made in 

the Tinshop of B, E. & L. E. Anderson, Cove, Oregon. 
a mammoth G. A. R. badge which was made of sheet 
metal in the Anderson tinshop and adorned the front 
of the Anderson store during the celebration. The 
veterans shown in the photograph are, on the left of 
the picture, Comrade S. A. Anderson, father of the 
members of the firm, and Comrade B. Sterns of Cove 
on the right. The materials used and the methods 
employed in making the badge are described by Mr. 
B. E. Anderson as follows: 

“The eagles and cannons were made out of one piece of 
No. 24 galvanized iron. The ten parts representing cannon 
balls are ten separate pieces or hemispheres, made out of the 
galvanized iron, soldered to the edge of the cannons, The 
saber displayed on the front of the cannon is made from 
heavy wire flattened and shaped. The legs of the eagle are 
bumped out in relief over the cannons, At the bottom of the 
feathery part of its legs, a hole is punched in the iron and 
twisted wire is inserted and soldered, representing the lower 
part of legs and claws of the eagle in which the saber is 


fastened. 
“So much for the upper part of the badge. Now we will 
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commence on the star part by cutting the body of same. 
Around the edge of the points is a border made out of a two- 
inch strip of iron folded in the middle and soldered over the 
edge of the points. Over this is a sheet iron ring one inch 
wide, equal in diameter to the field of the star. This ring 
is soldered fast wherever it touches the border strips. Then 
five emblems of the order were bumped in relief on the dif- 
ferent points. Then the figures in the center of the star were 
bumped in relief on a separate piece of iron. These figures 
represent the Goddess of Liberty, the soldier and mariner, 
the widow and orphan. To the right and left of these figures 
is the Star Spangled Banner, all bumped in relief an No. 
24 galvanized iron, afterward trimmed off to the shape as 
seen, 

“After the eagle and points of the star were bronzed and 
the center of the star was enameled in white, these bronzed 
figures were fastened in place by copper wire passing through 
the back of the star. Then a cotton flag was made to form 
the connecting link and we had the badge as seen in photo- 
graph. 

“This represents quite a bit of hard work, but the effect 
is pleasing to all old soldiers and patriotic citizens.”

THE USES OF COPPER. 





The average man, if asked to name, offhand, the 
uses of copper, would be likely to reply that the metal 
was used mainly for coining pennies and making wire, 
yet these uses employ barely more than a quarter of 
the copper that is produced. On second thought he 
might smile at naming copper coinage as an import- 
ant consumer of the metal, yet his first thought would 
be nearer right than his second, for the Chinese em- 
pire has used fifty thousand tons of copper for making 
new coins within the past two years, thereby increas- 
ing the circulating medium of the country to the extent 
of four ounces for each inhabitant—for while fifty 
thousand tons of copper is a large quantity of metal, 
sufficient to load a thousand freight cars of the heaviest 
type used on American railroads, it is but a quarter 
of an avoirdupois pound per capita, when divided 
among four hundred million people. 

Only the expert, or those engaged most actively in 
the copper industry, have the slightest idea of the 
diversified uses to which copper is put, says a contem- 
porary in its review of the new edition of The Copper 
Handbook, published by Horace J. Stevens, of Hough- 
ton, Michigan. Copper enters into almost every form 
of human activity, and the multiplicity of its uses is 
most surprising. Electric light, power and traction 
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are immense consumers of the metal in the form of 
wire, and telephones and telegraphs find it indispens- 
able, yet electricity requires only a trifle more than a 
quarter of the metal made. The engineering trades 
consume more than half of all the copper produced, 
mainly in the form of brass, but there are about a score 
of friction metals and alloys, each having its specific 
use, into which copper enters as a component part. 

The building trades are enormous consumers of cop- 
per, and this sort of consumption is increasing rapidly. 
Copper roofs, cornices, and fronts adorn the exteriors 
of business buildings in thousands of towns, while for 
interior work the great majority of modern buildings 
use copper, brass or bronze locks, knobs and butts. 
Brass pipes, nickeled, are in modern bathrooms and 
lavatories, and brass and bronze chandeliers, gas and 
electric fixtures are almost invariable. A dozen or 
more other very common domestic uses of copper are 
mentioned. 

In the manufacturing world the uses of copper and 
brass are innumerable. One concern in the Naugatuck 
valley of Connecticut buys copper in ten-ton lots, 
monthly, solely for the making of watch dials, all of 
the better grade dials being of copper, enameled. The 
common pin requires hundreds of tons of copper 
yearly, insignificant as a single pin may seem. Bals 
for shoes and tips for shoe-laces require metal by the 
scores of tons, and the thin metallic tips on rubber- 
tipped lead pencils are responsible for a surprising de- 
pletion in the stock of the metal. 

In addition to the consumption of the metal iself, 
tens of thousands of tons of copper sulphate are re- 
quired for the arts and manufactures, and for horti- 
cultural purposes, in spraying fruit trees, bushes and 
vines. It is very evident that copper plays a vital, and 
a far more important part than commonly supposed, in 
twentieth century civilization.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Quietness continues to prevail in the hardware trade, 
but with the. vacation season drawing to a close it is 
confidently expected that the prevailing dullness is 
near an end. There has been nothing abnormal about 
the situation, the prevailing tone of the market being 
seasonable and Western jobbers express satisfaction 
with their August sales. 

It is understood that the volume of business for the 
past month will compare favorably with that of a year 
ago. This is extremely satisfactory in view of the 
fact that buyers generally have been extremely con- 
servative in all their movements. 

The feature of the week was the advance in wire 
products taking effect September 3, when the Amer- 
ican Steel & Wire Company raised prices 5c all around. 
It was unexpected by the trade, but so far has had no 
effect on the demand, which continues very heavy 
Quotations on wire rails, f, o. b. Pittsburgh, plus actual 
freight to point of delivery, are as follows: Carloads, 
jobbers, $2.05 ; carload lots to retailers, $2.10. 

The price of cut nails advances 5c a keg following 
the advance in wire nails, in accordance with a reso- 
lution passed at the July meeting of the Cut Nail As- 
sociation. Chicago quotations are as follows: Iron 
cut nails, car lots, to jobbers, $2.38; to retailers, $2.43; 
steel, to jobbers, in car lots, $2.28; to retailers, $2.33. 

New business in barb wire is somewhat light, but 
specifications are freely made on old contracts. Mills 
are making prompt delivery. 

Dematid for fence wire is very heavy in various 
sections of the country, particularly through the South. 

Néw prices on scythes announced September I are 
said to represent an advance of 75c per dozen. 

The market for builders’ hardware is quiet and man- 
ufacturers are said to be shading prices in some cases 
as a result of earnest competition for business. 

Business in galvanized ware is reported to be ex- 
tremely good, indicating an increased consumption of 
such goods. 

Manufacturers of stamped and pieced tinware, 
enameled ware, galvanized ware, etc., held their regu- 
lar conference last week at Saratoga Springs, New 
York. No important changes in price were made. 


TIN PLATE. 


The market for tin plate is steady and new business 
continues of about normal proportions for this season 
of the year. The decline in the price of pig tin has 
had no effect on tin plate. Prices and quotations are 
unchanged. 

There are indications that the large canning inter- 
ests will come into the market this month with their 
contracts for bright plate for October and November 
shipment, and while the tonnage in these contracts 
will not be as heavy as last year, it will be large enough 
to give the tin plate mills practically full work for the 
balance of this year.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

“Much more interest is manifest in the local market for 
ll grades. This is true only of spot business and iron for 
early delivery. There is still a decided waiting attitude on 
the part of buyers toward forward business and it is a ques- 
tion when this character of business will again be considered 
seriously. All demand at the present time is based on con- 
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sumption, which seems to show no let up. Many consumers 
are finding themselves short of various grades and this class 
of buying has been brisk during the past week. Some large 
consumers have been feeling the market for Northern iron 
and have intimated prices at which business could be done, 
which have been judged entirely too low by the furnaces and 
no business has resulted. 


The market for finished material has been affected with 
pig iron and is quiet, but it is stated that contracts now on 
the books of leading manufacturing concerns will keep them 
busy up to the handle of ‘the balance of this year. 

“The option by the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad on a 
large tonnage of rails for 1908 has had the effect of creating 
some little excitement in the rail market, and there is an 
active buying movement in rails expected at an early date 

“The coke situation everywhere continues strong with an 
advancing tendency and demand is excellent. Labor trouble 
and car shortage in the Connellsville field continue to have 
important bearing on the market at that point. The same is 
largely true of other districts.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: . 

“As fully 90 per cent of all the iron that this country 
can meke and melt this year was sold in the booming months 
from January to June, it is natural that there is not much 
being sold just now. The pig iron market is like a man 
who has just finished dinner—he has not much appetite for 
more. The quict time we have been having is entirely nat 
ural and was to have been foreseen. The stronger and 
hezvier the buying movement the suret the comparatively dull 
period that will follow. To-day the buying that is being 
done is of comparatively small lots that are needed as fillers 
here and there. Were any great amount of iron needed on 
a new order in a hurry it could not be supplied. Furnace or 
der books are nicely filled for the rest of the year. For next 
year only a small tonnage has been booked. Consumption is 
keeping on at an enormous rate and some time this fall 
there will inevitably be a buying movement for 1908. Exactly 
when this will occur cannot be said at present, but that it will 
occur is certain. There may be some slight readjustment of 
prices in the meanwhile, as the famine prices thet have been 
prevailing are not normal, But the famine prices have had 
the result of putting up the cost of all the elements that 
enter into the making of pig iron and an immediate great 
reduction in prices is impossible, unless makers of iron are 
willing to stand a heavy loss. The iron trade has regularly 
gone through just such times as we are now experiencing and 


has always come out of them in good shape 

“Coke has been quite the reverse of pig iron. It has been 
selling freely both for forward and prompt shipment. There 
is apprehension of the normal car shortage in the fall, and 
so the fore-handed consumers. are taking steps now to pro- 
vide a coke pile for an emergency.”
